WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(>)— 
A soldiers’ bonus bill, calling for pay- 
ment of full 1945 maturity value in 
$50 bonds, was shoved to within a 
step of the White House tonight as 
the senate passed it along to a recep- 
tive house by a top-héavy vote of 74 
to 16. 

The nearly five-to-one majority roll- 
ed up for the democratic-republican, 
two billion-dollar proposal was easily 
more than enough to pass it over a 
veto. The house already has approved 
immediate payment by an even greater 
majority—356 to 50—but without spec- 
ifying the payment method. Some ob- 
servers predicted a veto, but even dem- 
O¢ratic leaders said it would be over- 
_ ridden.

To Exert Influence. 

A double defeat in the senate for 
payment of the World War adjusted 
service certificates in new currency 
Was expected to influence house sup- 
porters of the inflationary Patman bill, 
vetoed last session, to refrain from 
' pressing’ this issue. 

Only nine democrats and seven re- 
publicans today voted against senate 
passage. Fifty-six democrats, 15 re 
publicans, two farmer-laborites and the 
lone progressive, La Follette, replied 
in the affirmative. 

The approved measure, introduced 
by Senator Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, on bebalf of Senators Byrnes, 
democrat, South Carolina; Steiwer, re- 
publican, Oregon, and Clark, democrat, 


. Missouri, would authorize appropria- 
tion of $2,237,000,000 and also make 
available $254,000,000 in the adjusted 
pervice certificate fund to defray the 
estimated ultimate cost of the bonus 
of $2,491,000,000. 

Beginning June 15, next, the $50 
bonds and as much cash as would be 
meeded to take care of odd amounts, 
would be made available to around 
8,500,000 bonus holders at local post- 
offices. 

They could cash the bonds immedi- 
ately or hold them as an investment. 
If held, they would pay 3 per cent 
simple interest for nine years.

ROME, Ga., Jan. 20.—(4)—Leland 
Harvey, notorious Georgia escape art- 
ist, was convicted in superior court 
today of assault with intent to mur- 
der a deputy. sheriff in an escape at- 
tempt last week. 

Judge Claude H. Porter sentenced 
him to serve three to five years. 

„I'm sorry it happened,” Harvey 
said, when asked if he had anything 
to say before sentence was passed. 

The jury was out an hour and 
forty-five minutes. 

A similar .case against Aubrey 
Smith, associate of Harvey, was nolle 
prossed shortly after the jury retired 
in the Harvey case. 

Harvey was pardoned by Governor 
Talmadge April 20, 1934, while he was 
serving sentences aggregating 110 
years, for robberies. 

On the stand today Harvey told the 
jury “Death is preferable to the con- 
tinual hounding of the police.” 

He said persecution had prompted 
his drawing a pistol on Deputy Sher- 
iff Ben McCullum as he and Smith 
were being transported here from. At- 
lanta to face trial on an indictment 
charging the robbery of two bank 
messengers at Rome August 24, 1934. 
He denied he intended to shoot, and 
said the gun was fired accidentally in 
a scuffle with McCullum and another 
officer. 

Harvey said he had possessed the 
pistol six weeks during his’ incarcera- 
tion in Fulton (Atlanta) county jail, 
but did not say where he got it—a 
point that has puzzled officers since 
he produced the weapon on the trip 
here last Thursday. 

Harvey told the jury today he 
would “swear over his dead mother’s 
body” he was not guilty of the pay 
roll robbery which has been set for 
trial in April. 

He related other crimes in whiich 
he was involved, beginning with an ar- 
rest on an auto theft charge in At- 
lanta which he said was “framed by 
Atlanta bootleggers.“

He indicated he would adopt the title King Edward VIII". through 
a message he sent to the lord mayor of London announcing his father's 
death.

No Auto Crash Deaths Since . 


Four-Year Safe Driving 
Achievement Puts Subur- 
ban Town on Honor List. 


The city of College Park, Ga., ap- 
pears to have established something 
of a record. Not a single fatal crash 
between automobiles has occurred 
there since 1931. 
This four-year record of safe dri 
ing was revealed yesterday to The 
Constitution Safety Council by Robert 
W. Moore, chief of police of College 
Park. 

“We are org A proud of our safety 
record,” Chief Moore said. “Since 
1931 we have not had a fatality from 
accidents between cars. During this 
time one boy died from injuries re- 
ceived when he stood up in a rumble 
seat and fell out. And a truck driver 
ran his truck off a curve and was 
killed, but these were the only two 
deaths in the four-year period in any 
way connected with automobiles here. 

The fact that there have been no 
fatalities resulting from two cars col- 
liding shows, I think, that our drivers 
practice safety rules continually and 
have a high regard for the safety of 
the other fellow on the streets and 


highways. 
Children Trained. 

“The children in College Park are 
trained in safety. They are taught 
safety in the schools and the police- 
men at the school crossings set an ex- 
ample of safety and teach them it is 
highly necessary always to be careful. 

“Adults are supposed to be intel- 
ligent enough to drive carefully and 
they usually are here. But when they 
are not, we take care of them with 
strictly enforced laws. One negro went 
on a spree of reckless driving last 
year and ran over and injured a boy 
pretty badly. That negro is in the 
chain gang now.” 

This record of safety was accom- 
lished in spite of the fact that Col- 
ege Park is located in a position 
which is more or less dangerous to 
drivers and pedestrians alike. 

Highway Through City. 

e Roosevelt highway runs 
through the heart of the city, as do 
several railroad lines and a street 
car track. The double street car line 
runs on one side of the highway, mak- 
ing it particularly inviting to acci- 
dents. But there are plenty of Paves 
signs at railroad and street car tracks 
and people have learned they must be 
obeyed. 

A safety record such as this, and 
with only six men on the College Park 
police department, makes the city de- 
serving of its place on the honor roll 
of the National Safety Council. 

Meanwhile, Atlanta looks back on a 
“record” of 65 persons killed within

The city dental department, headed 
by Dr. W. Vance Jackson, examined 
the teeth of 30,681 school children 
during the year, finding treatment 
needed by 8,236 of the students.

LEGISLATORS DIFFER 
ON MACON MEETING 


Montgomery Solon May At- 
tend ‘Anti’ Session; Dur- 
den Will Not. 


By The Associated Press. 

Representative Clifford McBride, of 
Montgomery county, said yesterday he. 
will probably attend the anti-Roose- 
velt meeting in Macon, January 29, 
“because I want to see what efforts 
will be made to see that our great 
democratic party remains true to its 
traditional policy of upholding state’s 
rights and the constitution.” 

He added, however, the Macon meet- 
ing is “without political significance.” 

He said that while “sharing the 
views of all who wish to uphold ur 
system of constitutional government, 
I have never been led to believe that 
the ublican party can qualify 
* its history or tradition as 
a defender of the federal constitution. 

“Tt occurs to me that the southern 
people cannot forget that the repub- 
lican party had its birth in a defiance 
of a supreme court decision.” 

Saying he did not “consider it a 
proper place for a democrat,” 
sentative Adie N. Durden, of Dough- 
erty county, said he would not at- 
tend the anti-Roosevelt meeting in Ma- 
con. He said he regarded it as a 
gathering “promoted by the republican 
party with the assistance of Governor 
Talmadge.” 

Meanwhile, State Senator William 
Hart, of Newnan, said if a preferen- 
tial primary is held in Coweta county 
“T can safely say that 90 per cent 
of the votes cast in Coweta will go 
for F. D. R.“ 

Senator Hart is mentioned in politi- 
cal talk in his section as a probable 
candidate for representative in the leg- 
islature, as is Walter D. Sanders. 
Stonewall Dyer and Ellis Arnall are 
the present representatives from there. 

Representative H. L. Howard, of 
Screven county, says he believes if a 
presidential preferential primary is 
held in Georgia this year, Governor 
Talmadge “would win this county.” 

“Georgians,” he.said, “should sup- 
port Georgians if the opportunity 
comes. This is loyalty and patriotism. 
He is a southerner with national views 
and if we do not take care of our 
statesmen, who will?“

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Nations of World Express Sorrow 
At Death of George of England | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt tonight sent to the 
new monarch of England a message ex- 
pressing deep sorrow at the death 
of King George V. 

At the same time the President sent 
messages of condolence to Queen Mary 
and to the governors-general of Aus- 
tralia, Dominion of Canada, Irish Free 
State, New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa. 

Secretary Hull simultaneously dis- 
patched messages of sympathy to the 
prime ministers of Great Britain and 
the dominions. 

Tomorrow Hull will pay courtesy 
calls in person at the British embas- 
sy, and dominion legations to express 


sympathy on behalf of the President, 


the government and the people of the 
United States. 

In his cablegram addressed to “His 
Majesty the King, Sandringham Pal- 
ace, Norfolk, England,” President 
Roosevelt said: 

“It is with deep sorrow that I learn 
of the death of his majesty, your 
father. I send te you my profound 
sympathy and that of the people of 
the United States, in whose respect 
and affection he occupied a high and 
unique place. I had the privilege of 
knowing his majesty during the war 
days and his passing brings to me 
personally a special sorrow.” 

1 a Queen Mary, the President ca- 
ed: 
Mrs. Roosevelt and I extend to 
your majesty and to the members of 
your family our heartfelt sympathy 
and join you in mourning the loss of 
one whose high qualities of kindness 
and wisdom have been so powerful an

BERLIN PAYS TRIBUTE

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—(Tuesday)— 
— Special editions of Berlin news- 
papers were quickly issued today fol- 
lowing the death of King George V, 
although the regular morning news- 
* already had appeared before he 
ied. 

The extra editions stressed the se- 
rious task confronting his successor in 
the present difficult times, and paid 
warm tributes to the new king's great 
popularity. 

Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler, who 
was in Berlin, was immediately in- 
formed of King George's death. 

Former Crown Prince Wilhelm re- 
ceived the news at Warmbrunn, Si- 
lesia, where he was attending a hunt- 
ing party. It was unknown whether 
he would represent the house of Ho- 
henzollern at the funeral. His father, 
the former kaiser, was a cousin of 
King George. 

The Boersen-Zeitung paid tribute to 
King George for “having done every- 
thing after the World War in his pow- 
er to cleanse the poisoned atmosphere 
between England and Germany.” 

Hitler telegraphed the new king 
saying: 

“The sad news of King George’s de- 
mise grieved me deeply. I beg your 
majesty to accept my and the German 
government’s sincere condolences with 
assurances of heartfelt sympathy of 
the whole German people at the heavy 
loss sustained by the royal house of 
the British nation.” 

The reichsfuehrer also telegraphed 
condolences to Queen Mary.

The zest with which George entered 
into the training is typified by his 
words to the instructors:

Two years later they joined the 
“Bacchante” and made a cruise to 
the West Indies, in which the princes 
were rated midshipmen. George made 
many friends. Full of fun, he gained 
one nickname as “The Right Royal 
Pickle” and as a tidshipman he be- 
came known as “Sprats.”

The whole course of George’s life was 
changed. 

His naval career went overboard to 
bob up only for a brief period in 
command of the 
cruiser Crescent so as to qualify for 
advancement to rear admiral. In 
1901 he achieved that rank and two 
years later became a vice admiral. 

As Wales 1892-1910. 

Cast into a new role by the death 
of his brother, Prince George reflect- 
ed the change by a growing serious- 
ness. He was 26 years old and a 
whole new pattern of life had to be 


woven. 

In May, 1892, Queen Victoria made 
her grandson Duke of Tork, Earl of 
Inverness, and Lord Rothesay, and a 
year later it was announced that he 
had affianced himself to Princess Vic- 
toria Mary. 

The marriage took place July 6, 
1898, and the couple toak up resi- 
dence in St. James’ palace, though 
for many years they divided their time 
between London and Norfolk. 
first child, Prince Edward Albert 
born in 1894 in White Lodge, 
mond. 

Less than two months after Queen 
Victoria’s death and the accession of 
King Edward VII, George, who had 
now become also Duke of Cornwall, 
embarked with his wife on a great 
colonial journey. 

Leaving England in March, 1001. 
they sailed on the Ophir for Australia 
to open the first commonwealth par- 
liament in Melbourne. Among those 
on- board was the duke’s early tutor, 
now Canon Dalton. 

They toured Australia and New 
Zealand, next visited South Africa and 
then sailed to Canada. By land they 
covered the dominion from Atlantic 
to Pacific. 

Cheering crowds awaited the royal 
couple on their return in the fall and 
King Edward made his own birthday

Tells Country to Awake. 

It was in the official welcome to the 
prince and princess at the Guildhall 
that George stamped himself as an in- 
dependent and courageous speaker. 

Sketching the experiences of his 
memorahie tour, he presented the les- 
son he had learned: that the old 
country must wake up if she intends 
to maintain her old position of pre- 
eminence in her colonial trade against 
foreign competitors.”

but it was no secret that he was 
Czeidedly bored when asked to dedi- 
eas public buildings, lay cornerstones, 
or meet foreign personages. 


Coached in Statecraft. 


To the advantages that foreign 
travel gave him for his ultimate tas 
as ruler, the prince added a first-hand 
knowledge of the country’s general 
problems, for his father, unlike Queen 
Victoria’s treatment of her heir, in- 
sisted that his son be informed of se- 
cret dispatches and other background 
bearing on the shifts on Europe's 
checkerboard. 

The prince and princess undertook 
another great journey in 1905, this 
time to India, and for four months 
they tasted the hospitality of native 
potentates, not the least of which for 
George was frequent shooting. 


After their return in the spring of 
1906 there were a number of trips, 
including one to Madrid for the mar- 
riage of Princess Ena and the king 
of Spain, and to France, where they 
traveled incognito. 

George Becomes King. 

In April, 1910, King Edward con- 
tracted a cold at Sandringham. His 
condition grew steadily worse; on 
May 6 he died and George V _ suc- 
ceeded to the throne. 


Because his eldest son was not yet 
16, a regency was passed in which 
his consort, Queen Mary, was nomi- 
nated to become regent in event of the 
king’s death while his heir was under 
age. 

Up to the World War. 

When the sailor prince ascended the 
throne he became “George V, by the 
Grace of God of Great Britain, Ire- 
land and the British dominions be- 
yond the seas, King; Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India.” 

The immediate heritage from his 
was a_ constitutional 
erisis, precipitated by the rejection of 
Lloyd George’s 1909 budget by the 
house of lords. It had simmered fit- 
fully until after the new monarch’s 
coronation. 

With that ceremony over, Herbert 
H. Asquith, then prime minister, an- 
nounced that he had obtained from 
the king a definite assent to use the 
royal prerogative for creating enough 
peers to insure passage of a pariia- 
ment bill shearing from the lords 
their power on money bills and, un- 
der certain conditions, other public 
legislation. 

Assumes Sovereignty. 

Threat of the royal prerogative 
proved sufficient for enactment of the 
bill and the political significance of 
the incident on the constitutional po- 
sition of the crown as a force above 
domestic party strife was marked. 

The great coronation ceremony, held 
June 22, 1911, in Westminster Abbey, 
contained a notable departure from 
precedent. George V took an amended 
oath, clipping from the centuries-old 
words. the statement that offended 
Roman Catholic subjects: “The invo- 
cation or adoration of the Virgin 
Mary and the sacrifice of the mass 
as they are now usec in the churches 
of Rome are superstitious and idola- 
trous.” 

The public assumption of royal au- 
thority throughout the United King- 
dom was completed by state visits to 
Treland, Wales and Scotland and late 
in 1911 the king and queen marked 
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their imperial sovereignty by a visit 
to India. 

They sailed November 11, 1911, 
from Portsmouth; their ship cast an- 
chor December 2 off Bombay; and 
10 days later a spectacular corona- 
tion durbar was held outside Delhi 
amidst thousands of natives and 
troops. 

Then from his throne the king-em- 
peror read an announcement of great 
political -aoment—the capital of In- 
dia was to be transferred from UCal- 
cutta to Delhi, eastern Bengal reunit- 
ed to Bengal and the enlarged prov- 
ince given a governor in council. 


War Halts Irish Deadlock. 


Home again in February, 1912, the 
main problem facing the government 
was Irish home fule and for months 
a conflict that raged in parliament 
echoed by conflict in Ireland. 
deadlock continued well into 1914 
when the king again brought into re- 
lief the conception of the crown as 
an influence above party, strife by 
calling a conference in Buckingham 
Palace. 

He urged “a spirit of generous com- 
promise” but the conference failed to 
produce results and the World War 
pushed the question into the back- 
ground momentarily. 

In the meantime, the king and 
queen had strengthened their hold .on 
the loyalty of their subjects. If the 
court was marked by less of the 
grandiose pageantry that King d- 
ward had brought to it, nevertheless 


by simplicity and kindliness it created 


a great appeal among all classes. 

King Geerge was a frequent attend- 
ant at the * eater and football, cricket 
and polo matches; he swung à pick in 
a coal mine; and there were visits 
to many parts of England and Scot- 
land. 

Visits Germany and France. 

In 1913 the king and queen went 
to Germany on the occasion of the 
marriage of Prince Ernest Augustus 
of Cumberland to the kaiser’s daugh- 
ter. 

Later there was the politically sig- 
nificant visit to London of President 
Poincare, of France, as the king's 
guest and the return call in 1914 
when King George and Queen Mary 
went to Paris. 

The World War Years. 


In the fevered days that followed 
the assassination of the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand and his 
consort in Sarajevo, King George 
made every effort to avert war. 

On August 1, 1914, he dispatched a 
letter to the president of France in 
which he said in part: “I am, person- 
ally, using my best endeavors with the 
emperors of Russia and of Germany 
toward ‘nding some solution.” 

Helps ngland's Will to Win. 

Within three days the breach was 
beyond healing and the king immedi- 
ately let it be known that no effort 
would be spared to carry England's 
cause to victory. 

The king and queen led the royal 
family in patriotic work. There was 
a succession of messages initiating or 
supporting movements at home; cheer- 
ing words went to the front. 


Meanwhile, the royal household set f 


a pattern of rigid economy. It was 
placed . “war rations” and the king 
announced in 1915 that he had sus- 
pended the use of alcoholic beverages 
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fore the World War. 


for himself, his family and the house- 
hold. 


He ordered the names of German 
and Austrian rulers stricken from the 
Order of the Garter and two years 
later changed the name of the British 
royal family from the house of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha to that of Windsor and 
relinquished all his German titles. 

There were frequent inspections of 
industrial works, repeated visits to 
his troops in Belgium and France, 
tours of hospitals and institutions do- 
ing war work, and trips to the grand 
fleet. It was estimated that King 
George attended more than 1,500 cere- 
monies during the conflict. 

Hurt on Visit to Front. 

An accident occurred during a visit 
to the front in 1915 when the horse 
he was riding became startled by the 
sudden cheering of soldiers, reared, 
and fell back upon the king. His in- 
juries were not serious, however, 
though he returned to England under 
medical supervision and was confined 
to his bed for some time. While still 
on a stretcher in France, he person- 
ally conférred two Victoria Gecabea. 

On April 20, 1917, he attended a 
cathedral ceremony in London cele- 
brating the entrance of the United 
States into the war and a year later 
he became the first British sovereign 
to participate in the celebration of 
America’s Independence Day. 


When the armistice was signed No- 
vember 11, 1918, King George spoke 
to great crowds from the portico of 
Buckingham palace and received great 
ovations then, on the way to a special 
thanksgiving service the next day in 
St. Paul’s, and on succeeding days’ 
drives through London. 

Calls Americans “Brothers in Peace.” 

To President Woodrow Wilson he 
had sent a message which concluded: 

“Mr. President, it is on this day 
one of our 2 thoughts that the 
American and British people, brothers 
in-arms, will continue forever broth- 
ers-in-peace. United before by lan- 
guage, traditions, kinship, and ideals, 
there has been set upon our fellow- 
—— the sacred seal of common sacri- 

ce.“ 

In the next month the American 
President was the guest of the king 
and queen on his way to the peace 
conference in Paris. 

Post-War Years. 


The post-war reign of George V was 
marked by a welter of troubles. 

Immediatel 
problem which had moved from crisis 
to crisis during the war, culminating 
in a new government of Ireland bill 
in 1920. 
Ireland, India Problems. 

The king and queen journeyed to 
Belfast to open the new Ulster par- 
liament on June 22, 1921, an occa- 
sion on which the monarch sought to 
apply the crown’s influence in heal- 
ing the sores of controversy. 

“IT appeal to all Irishmen,” he 
said in part, “to pause, stretch out 
the hand of forbearance and concilia- 
tion, to forgive and forget, and to 
join in making for the land they love 
a new era of peace, contentment and 
good will.” 

Southern Ireland remained a prob- 

lem, however, and at length a treaty 
was signed creating the Irish Free 
tate. 
India, too, came forth with demands 
for independence and freedom and 
December, 1919, King George issued 
a royal proclamation putting into ef- 
fect a new measure which gave it a 
larger share in self-government. 

In 1930 a further step was inau- 
gurated with the assembling of the 
first India round-table conference and 
the king, who opened it, gave voice 
to remarkable changes taking place 
within his reign. — 

Sees Changes; Asks Loyalty. 

“Ten years is but a brief span in 
the life of any nation,” he said in 

rt, “but this decade has witnessed 
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King George and his cousin, Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany (right), 


not only in India but throughout all 
the nations forming the British com- 
monwealth a quickening and growth 
in ideals and aspirations of nation- 
hood which defy customary measure- 
ment of time.” 


Two other conferences were to fol- 
low and in 1933 a bill giving form 
— poe! intended reforms was being 
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but by May, 
1929, plans were well advanced for 
a thanksgiving service June 16 in 
Westminster Abbey. Then, on May 
30, he was confined to his bed again. 
An abscess had formed under the site 
of the old scar. 

He progressed rapidly, however, and 
the postponed thanksgiving was held 
July 7. Simultaneously similar serv- 
ices were held throughout the country 
and the empire. 

Rs pepole saw him emaciated and 
with whitened hair, feeble in body, 
but with the simple cheer of his quiet 
smile in evidence. 

The next day came the sudden an- 
nouncement that a further X-ray ex- 
amination had been decided upon. A 
second operation followed and portions 
of two ribs were removed to drain 
the abscess. 

It was not until January, 1930, 
that he fulfilled his first public en- 
gagement and opened the London nav- 
al conference. 

Crown Links Whole Empire. 

On December 11, 1931, the assent 
of the king was given to the statute 
of Westminster. This gave formal 
ratification to certain resolutions of 
the imperial conferences of 1924 and 
1930 whereby the autonomous dom in- 
ions shared with ie mother country 
in responsibility for changes in the 
law of succession to the throne. 

It was the seal on a great develop- 
ment within the empire, one which 
had been progressing for a quarter 
of a century. It brought into o>.ng 
under George V a commonwealth of 
nations with the crown as the sym- 
bol of the free association of the nem- 
bers, 

Reconstruction and Jubilee Years. 

As King George neared the Biblical 
span ‘of three score and ten and 
rounded out a quarter of a century on 
the throne, he had only intermittent

Roosevelt Calls for Another 
Conference With Heads 
on Farm Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(?)— 
With two bills to provide a temporary 
substitute for AAA virtually ready for 
submission to cofigress, President 
Roosevelt tonight called another con- 
ference on the farm problem for 2 
p. m. tomorrow. 

His advisors, it was reported au- 
thoritatively, are not yet in complete 
agreement on the program to be pur- 
sued, they are said to be unanimous 
in feeling that the government should 
continue to augment farm income in 
some way.

trator Chester Davis, Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Stanley Reed and Mastin G.

or. 

Also asked to be present were 
Chairman Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina, of the senate agriculture 
committee; Chairman Jones, demo- 
erat, Texas, of the house agriculture 
committee, and Senator Bankhead, 
democrat, Alabama.

PARIS, Jan. 20.—(P)—A court 
ruled today that Captain Charles Nun- 
gesser, lost nearly nine years ago in 
an attempted trans-Atlantic flight, 
was not legally dead but was merely 
“absent.” 

The ruling was made when creditors 
scught to collect from his estate a 
payment for cards sold the famous 
aviator when he was an automobile 
dealer. The suit was thrown out, the 
judges ruling that 30 years must pass 
before Nungesser legally can be con- 
sidered dead. 

Captain Nungesser set out May 8, 
1927, from Paris with his close friend, 
Captain Francis Coli, in an effort to 
reach New York non-stop. Nothing 
more was ever heard from them.

Difficult Journey of Two Days 
In Matta Grosso Told by Russell 


In Decrepit Car, Georgian Suffered Back-Wrenching 
Agonies During Long Ride Over Open Grass 
Country of Brazil. 


(This is the 71st of a series of 
articles on South American ‘travel 
by the Rev. Henry Edward Russell, 
of McDonough, Ga—Editors 
note.) 


STATE OF MATTA GROSSO, 
Brazil, 225. Miles South of Campo 
Grande, Dec. 5.— We spent the en- 
tire day of the 3rd of December mak - 
ing preparations for our trip to 
Dourados in the 
“jumping off” 
town of Campo 
Grande. It was 
our plan to make 
the trip to Dou- 
rados in one day 
of driving so ac- 
cordingly we were 
on the road at 2 
a. m. in the only 
vehicle available, 
which was a 
Model T Ford 
that left Detroit 
years ago. A 
Paraguayan 
young fellow and 
a Brazilian were 
placed at our dis- 
Rev. Russell. to act as 
guide and driver and while the Mars 
were shining brightly overhead we 
slipped through the dark, deserted 
streets of the town. At least the 
weather was in our favor. The rainy 
season ig already overdue snd our 
friends d in rs had “@éclared 
this was a most treacherous time to 
undertake an ex a 
So far the prophecies cf evil in this 
regard have failed. 

We were not long on the road be- 
fore we were aware of what we were 
up against on this journey. The last 
light of Campo Grande had not sunk 
below the horizon before it was ap- 
parent we had placed ourselves in a 
churn for 36 hours of battering. The 
road was indistinguishable in the dim 
lights of the car that were altogether 
insufficient .for ordinary driving to 
say nothing of the trail that we fol- 
lowed to this place. Gullies that al- 
most swallowed the car would be used 
as the road bed in places and where 
these became impassable we would 
crawl out up some precarious slant 
and creep along the rim, trembling 
lest the whole affair tumble end over 
end into the small canyon. Once or 
twice the motor wheezed, coughed and 
died and would only be resuscitated 
after much tinkering, coaxing and 
cranking.

About dawn we came te a lone 
ranch house where we forded a stream 
that supplied water for man and mo- 
tor and after this brief pause we were 
again on our way over the vast - 
panse of the limitless rolling country 
with the rolls some 20 miles apart.

ere is a slight difference between 
bouillon and consomme which is nice 
to know. Since bouillon is always 
served clear, it is made from lean beef 
with some fat, while consomme may 
be. made from a combination of meats, 
fat and bone. It is more difficult to 
clear a soup which has been made 
from meat and bone than from meat 
alone. In the case of the consomme, 
it makes little difference, for this type 
of soup is usually served with diced 
vegetables. 

Less Tender Meat Cuts Used. 


The less tender cuts of meat should 
be used for soup making. They are 
every bit as vorful as the more 
tender cuts. For the best results two- 
thirds of the cut should be meat and 
the other one-third fat and bone. If 
the meat is cut into small pieces, there 
will be a large surface exposed to the 
water in which the meat is cooking 
and more of the flavor will be ex- 
tracted than if it were cooked in one 
large piece. Clear soups should be 
spiced and seasoned with discretion, 
for condiments are added only to en- 
hance the flavor of the meat. 

It is well to keep a tight cover on 

soup all during the cooking process, 
for if it is cooked in an open kettle 
a large per cent of the liquid will 
evaporate, 
_ Superiority in the art of soup mak- 
ing has long been accorded the for- 
eign cooks; however, even the most 
critical guest will find these soups 
superb, 

Bouillon (Jellied or Hot). 
Three pounds lean beef, cut into 
small pieces; 3 quarts cold water, 1 
small onion, 1 carrot, 2 sprigs par- 
sley, 2 tablespoons chopped celery, 
egg, 6 tablespoons gelatine (if jellied 
bouillon is desired), salt. 

Put meat in cold water, Add onion, 
carrot, celery, and parsley and sim- 
mer 2 hours. Strain through a cheese 
cloth. Add salt to taste and the beat- 
en white of an egg. Boil 5 minutes 
and then strain again. If jellied bouil- 
lon is desired, add gelatine which has 
been dissolved in cold water and pour 
into individual molds. This makes 
about 3 quarts of broth. 

Seotch Soup. 

Three pounds neck of lamb, 2 quarts 
cold water, 11-2 teaspoons salt, 1-4 
teaspoon pepper, 1-2 onion, 1-4 cup 
carrot, cut in small cubes; 1-4 cup 
turnip, cut in small cubes; 2 table- 
spoons pearl barley. 

t meat intosmall pieces. Add 
water and vegetables and let cook 
very slowly. Strain. Soak barley over 
night in cold water, drain cook 
in boiling salted water until soft. 
Drain and add to soup. If barley were 
cooked in the soup, it would absorb 
the meat stock. Barley may be omit- 
ted; in that ease, sprinkle with finely 
— parsley and serve with crou- 
ons. 

Meat broth, seasoned with vegeta- 
bles and herbs, forms the basis of 
any number of soups. Onion soup au 
gratin is, one of the French soup 
recipes making use of meat broth, and 
one that deserves to be served fre- 
quently. 

Onion Soup Au Gratin. 


Six cups meats broth, 5 small 
onions, thinly sliced ; 3 tablespoons but- 
ter, 3 tablespoons grated Parmesan 
cheese, 6 slices toast, salt and papper. 

Cook onions in butter until soft. 
Add meat stock and season to taste 
with salt and pepper. Place a slice 
of toast in each soup plate, sprinkle 
with cheese and pour soup over it. 

Beef Broth With Vegetables. 

Three pound beef shin, 1 1-2 cups 
raw. di potatoes, 2 onions, sliced; 
cup carrots, diced; 1-2 cup carrots, 
2 in food chopper; 2 teaspoons

Have meat cut in pieces, put in the 
soup kettle, and salt. Cover with 
cold water and slowly bring to a boil. 
Then simmer until meat is tender. 
Add potatoes, carrots and onions and 
cook until vegetables are tender. 
Strain and serve while hot.

The Grand Slam Bid. 


Only two short years ago I intro- 
duced the 4-5 no trump convention to 
America’s bridge players. I was du- 
bious as to how it would be received. 
Long testing by my associates and 
myself had convinced me that this 
slam. bidding convention would work 

rfectly—but would people be will- 
— to take up a new thing and give 
it a fair trial until they had con- 
vinced themselves? The answer was 
not long in coming. All over the 
world, experts and average players 
alike adopted the 45 no trump con- 
vention with enthusiasm. Today it is 
so widely used that even my dearest 
enemies, who always say, “I dont 
like anything connected with that 
man Culbertson—lI’ll make up my 
own system,” make one reservation: 
„„ . . but I'll use the 4-5 no trump 
convention.” 

The idea of this convention was to 
show key cards. When a player bids 
four no trump, he shows two aces and 
the king of a bid suit; sometimes 
three aces. When he bids four no 
trump, then later bids five no trump, 
he shows all four aces. When he bids 
five no trump without first bidding 
four no trump, according to the orig- 
inal plan, he showed three aces and 
one king of a bid suit. 

The four no trump part of it al- 
ways has worked beautifully, but a 
year ago we discovered that the five 
no trump bid, to show three aces and 
a king, seldom was used, and, when 
used, seldom was effective. It did not 
‘help materially in reaching grand 
slams. So we made the bid stronger 
so that it would show three aces a 
two kings of bid suits. 

We found that it didn’t work any 
better that way. And suddenly it oc- 
curred to me that it never would 
work. When a person has such a 
strong hand, containing five honor 
tricks or more, he doesn’t need to 
show anything. He is the captain of 
the hand, and it is up to his partner 
to show his groceries to him. 

So here is the new Culbertson five 
no trump bid, designed to force the 
partner to a grand slam if he has the 
p r cards. 

irst requirement: The five no 
trump bid must be a jump bid. The 
bidder muet skip at least one round 
te reach it, such as bidding five no 
trump over four hearts, or over three 
of any eu 

Second requirement: The partner 
ot the person who bids five no trump

must bid seven if he holds the queen 
or better in the five no trump bid- 
der’s suit, and at least one ace. 
Obviously, with the ace of his part- 
ner’s trump suit, the one card fills 
both purposes and seven must be bid. 

Third requirement: Without the 
high trump card and the ace, the 
partner must sign off at six, and, in 
signing off, or in jumping to seven, 
he must make his bid in the lewest 
ranking suit previously bid by either 
partner. 

The man who bids five no trump 
has no requirements to think about. 
All he need know is that if his part- 
ner, has a high trump and an ace he 
can make a grand slam. 

To illustrate the use of this bid: 

South, dealer. 

sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South West North East 
lspade Pass 2diamonds Pass 


5; no tr'p Pass 7 diamonds Pass 


When North responds to one spade 
with two diamonds, South can see 
that if North has the spade king, the 
heart ace, and as good as the queen 
of diamonds, the hand almost surely 
will make a grand slam. It is not a 
bad chance when your grand slam 
depends only upon your partner’s hav- 
ing as good as the queen of a suit 
he has bid. 

And, suppose North has a weak 
hand? Then he will sign off at six 
diamonds, and, again provided he has 
the queen of diamonds, he can make 
it if the spade finesse is successful. 
A small slam which depends on a 
finesse is not a bad bid.

Question: What is the proper open-
